Dien Bien Phu 


8 the tough gory battle 
A for the tiny French village 
fortress of Dien Bion Phu 
reaches a climnx, it Is neces- 
“. gary to examine the im- 
portance of thin battle In 
relation to the Indo-China 
campaign as a whole and 
to understand the reasons 
for the appalling sacrifices 
both sides have made, In the 
case of the Vietminh, to 
conquer the outpost, in the 
case of the French, to save 
{t at all costs. Dien Bien 
Phu Ja, after all, just o tiny 
village in Upper Tonkin, 
Ita intrinsic value as a 
French garrison in that area 
gives it some importance, 
but it has been sald that in 
relntion to the military 
‘situation as a whole it 
hardly deserves the atten- 
tlon of half Vietminh 
General Giap's seven regular 
divisions, It was originally 
selected by the French 
High Command as ao forti- 
fled cnmp after it had been 
decided Inst November tu 
quit Lai Chau, capital of 
the Thai country which was 
then considered untenable. 
Militarily, there were several 
good reasons for picking 
Dien Bien Phu. It les on 
the rond leading from Lao 
Kay on the Chinese border 
to Luang Prnbang, the 
spiritual capital of Laos. In 
this position an armed 
fortress can be a serious 
problem to the Communist 
invasion of Northern Laos 
and it hos the added ad- 
vantago of covering the 
aren north of Luang 
Prabang. 


(PHERE fre other good rea- 
sons for holding the fort- 
ress, but for politteal rather 
than military reasons, By 
clinging so desperately to 
thia tiny village surrounded 
by mountain and jungle, 
France has shown that it 
does not want the mountain 
people of that region to 
fall under the domination 
of the Vietminh and this 
decision has — pald the 
French over and over again 
for they have received 
much useful support from 
the locally-orgnnised —anti- 
rebel resistance groups. 
As a military and political 
objective Dien Bien Phu is 
important to the Vietminh 
too, for General Giap cb- 
viously wishes to strengthen 
his grasp on the — leas 
civilised hill people — of 
North Tonkin before the 
approach of the monsoons 
later this month. An 
indication of General Giap's 
determination to. take the 
fortress was the {nvasiun 
ot Laos last week which 
was obviously aimed at 
diverting French supplies 
and reinforcements destined 
for Dien Bien Phu to some 
other part of the country. 
Tt is impossible to escape the 
conclusion, however, that 
the stake in the battle at 
present is more psychologi- 
cal than political or mill- 
tary. Rightly or wrongly, 
this tiny fortress has be- 
come a symbol of French 
resistance to tha Vietminh, 
In some minds the outcome 
of this struggle is even scen 
as THE crucial battle of 
the campaign — a turning 
. point for the French, for 
better or. for. worse. The 
danger of this belief Is: that 
4£ Dien Bien Phu falls ‘it 
will be a shattering blow to 
Western morile, a psycholo- 
gical shock to France and

“The first round of the battle 
for Dien Bien Phu is over. 
The round was clearly in our 
favour," said a High Command 
spokesman, 

“Within less than two weeks 
the ‘monsoons will stop ground 
fighting. Of course we expect 
them (the Communists) to 
make a new bid to take the 
fortress before the rains come. 
Eoch day counts,” he added, 

Scores of Communist coun~ 
tries’ military attaches and 
press reporters assembled at 
Glap's ficld headquarters to 
watch what the Reds expected 
would be a spectacular Vietminh 
victory, Command sources dis- 
closed. 

Stuff officers credited French 
pilots with ao large share for 
stopping the five-day Red on- 
Slought dead In its tracks.

Washington, Apr. 6. 
President Ejfsenhower will 
today attempt .to ease the 
mounting tension of the 
hydrogen bomb age in a 
nation-wide radio and tele- 
vision speech, 


He spent yesterday nat a 
secluded Maryland mountain 
retreat putting the finishing 
touches to a specch expected to 
strengthen the West's drive for 
agreement with the Soviet 
Union on control of weapons of 
mass destructlon, 

At the same time, authorita- 
tlve sources .here . sald Sir 
Winston Churchill has requested 


and received information from . 


the United States for o speech 
of the H-bomb that he wilt 
deliver in the British House 
of Commons téday, . 

The two major speeches follow 
Saturday's ‘call by the United 
Natlons representatives of Bri- 
tain, ‘the United States and 
France for a new meeting of the 
Disarmament Commission aimed 
at reaching agreement with 
Russia on atomic energy con- 
trols. 

These moves are designed to 
allay ‘widespread concern both 
here and abroad at the awesome 
power of the H-bomb revénled 

y the United States tests in the 
Pacifle last month. 

Mr James Hagerty, the 
President's Press Secretary, 
would give no specific detalls of 
the. speech, which will be de- 
Bivered over a television and 
radio hookup at 1.30 a.m. 
GMT (Tuesday). 

Ho merely commented that it 
will deal with “the concern of 
the American people and na- 
tlonal and domestic matters." 


TOO MUCH’ HYSTERIA 


But't was taken for granted 
hero that the speech will be ‘an 


elaboration of «Mr Elsenhowers 


three-initute “lecture” deliver 
at his March 17 press | con- 
ference, when he declared that 
there was “too much hysteria” 
in the world. 

He also expressed concern 
about public fears of the Soviet 
Union, Communist subversion, 
anwiso congressional investiga- 
tors, dopression, unemployment 
and the atomic oge. 

Although there has not been 
the same degree of alarm in the 
United States over the hydrogen 
bomb as hos ‘been manifested 
abroad, It was. felt the President 
would take this opportunity to 
refer to the need for interna- 
tlonal control .of the weapon. 

In {ts latest note last week, 
containing proposals for, Euro~ 
pean security, the Soviet Union 
pointedly cited the threat of 
“wholesale annihilation.” 

The recent Pacific tests of 
the hydrogen bomb and the 
disclosure that it could wreck 
any city on earth — with the 
knowledge that the Russians 
also ‘have the -weapon — were 
undoubtedly inc: ig pressure

Misgivings 

ANY Germans that I come 

across who have connections 
with such things have given me 
striking instances of this 
penctralion. In the Hamburg 
branch, for instance, I am told, 
there are five well-known 
security service men working. 

So I cannot help sharing the 
misgivings of another Ger- 
man general—-who, as I men- 
(Uoned yesterday, was most 
anxious that I should keep his 
Identity secret for fear of re 
prisals against him if it came 
out that he had talked. 

This officer believes that 
Gehlen is using his Influence to 
see that it Is the Nazi typo of 
officer who gains control of the 
new German Army when It Is 
formed, and not the anti-Hitler 
“traitors” of 1044. 

For my part I think the 
reurming of Germany at this 
carly stage Is bound to have this 
effect whether Gehlen is active 
or not,

Jet flying boats and water- 
borne fighter designs for the 
future are being tested in model 
form in a huge — water-filled 
tank otvan atreraft factory In the 
south of England. 

‘The tank has features which 
would delight every small boy 
who has played with tov boats 
in hts bath—it even has artificial 
‘waveemakers’ capable of pro- 
ducing a storm at sea. 

The purpose of the thnk Is to 
enable designers to measure the 
performance of the modals— 
thely kinding ‘characteristics and 
abillty to manoeuvre on water— 
and so to caleulate for full-size 
planes. 

The tank is part of the ex- 
tensive research facilities of 
Saunders-foe, designers of the 
Princess flying boat.

‘The 
plone’s altitude, speed, and rate 
of descent can be varied so as 
to make the model touch down 
on the water exretly as re- 
quired. Actual speeds of up to 
100 mph. are possible. Over

The two were alleged to 


have taken part in a sampan 


rald on a fishing junk in waters off Aberdeen in the early 


hours of January 5, when 


the complainant, the junk 


master, was wounded by a gunshot fired by one of the 


marauders. 


First accused is defended by 
Mr V. L. J. D’Alton, instructed 
by Mr W. H. Young. The 
second Is represented by’ Mr 
S. V. Gittins, Instructed by 
Miss P. Loseby, 

Mr W. A. Blair-Kerr, Senior 
Crown Counsel, is prosecuting, 
assisted by Div. Det.-Inspector 
H. A. N. Cattell, of Western 
Diviston. 

In his opening, Mr Blair- 
Kerr told the Jury that the two 
accused were charged with 
offences under the Emergency 
Regulations which were passed 
in 1949. The Crown's case wos 
that in the process of the 
attempted robbery on the fish- 
ing junk, one of the raiders 
discharged a revolver and hit 
the complainant. 

Crown Counsel sald in this 
process, the accused might be 
said to be guilty of several 
offences, such os possession of 
arms and ammunition, wound- 
ing or assaulting with intent to 
rob, But in the present In- 
dictment, the Jury was con- 
cerned only with the charge of 
using arms against ao erson 
or persons without lawtul 
authority, 

That, he sald, was the gist of 
the Emergency Regulations. 

JUNK STOPPED 

Mr Blair-Kerr went on to say 
that the place where the offence 
occurred was just off Brick Hill, 
or Wong Chuk Hang, near 
Aberdeen, The complainant, 
Chan For-tai, would give 
evidence that he, his wife, 
mother and two brothers, sect 
off in their fishing junk about 2 
a.m., on January 5 to fish. They 
sailed south from Aberdeen, 
then eastwards towards Wong 
Chuk Hang, and were heading 
for an island ‘further south, Po 
Tol. 

Off Wong Chuk Hang, the 
junk was stopped by a smali 
sampan, containing four oc- 
cupants. Jhe Crown's case was 
that two of them were the ac- 
cused in the dock. 

Evidence would be given that 
the people’in the sampan hailed 
the junk and asked that the

sampan be given a tow. A rope 
was accordingly thrown onto 
the sampan. No sooner had the 
boat been made fast with the 
juni, when one of the four men 
in the sampan—alleged to be 
the second = accused—jumped 
onto the complainant's junk, 
brandishing a revolver, and 
threatencd the junk master. 


“You might think the com- 
plainant was a. brave man," Mr 
Blotr-Kerr told the Jury. “In- 
stead of submitting, he pushed 
the second accused tnto tho 
water. One of the other three 
im the saimpan — the first 
accused—then fired two shots 
with another revolver In quicis 
succession’ at the complainant. 


“The junk master was hit on 
the front of the left thigh, The 
bullet passed through the thigh 
and lodged in the back of the 
spine, Fortunately, it missed 
all major parts of the victim’s 
body, and at no time was he tn 
any danger of dying.” 


Crown Counsel went on to 
say that the people in the junk 
then shouted for help, where- 
upon the sampan occupants cast 
off and sailed away. The com=- 
plainont salled back to Aber- 
deen, where he notified the 
Police. He was taken to hospi- 
tal. 


Later in the diy, one of the four 
men who were said to have been 


on the sampan appeared at a Pollca | 


Station and made a certain com- 
plaint, He was arrested, but he 
was not before the Court in this 
case. Another of the four was 
arrested at the Aberdeen fish mar- 
Kets but he was also not before the 
ourt, 


MEN STOPPED 


At 6 am. of the same day, Mr 
Blolr-Kerr stated, two Pollce con- 
robles on patrol at Wong Nei 
Ch ne Gap came upon two men 
walking along the road, nnd decided 
to stop them.

Last_weck we gave ‘the Hon, 
Rev. Edward Pellew’s defenco 
of his brother the Admiral, 
addressed to the Times, with 
that Journal’s handling of !t,— 
quite sufficient so far og it gocs, 
but leaving come polnta 
unnoticad, probably from un- 
uwequaintanco with local facts.

We are told, that among the 
Admiral's reasona for refusing 
leave to the men were, the 
“samskoo” (7samshoo) and other 
temp ptations for seam en with 
w ¢ port of Hongkong js 
infested; and having tried the 
experiment with the petty 
officers, the sick st was ine 
creased, and “many were 
drought off by the Chinese police 
drunk, and lying in tho street 
with the sun burning like a 
furnace, the thermometer at 90 
or 95 = deg.” Whether - or not 
Hongkong = presents - pecullar 
temptations to seamen, one 
thing is certain, that after 
18 months’ cenfinement on ship- 
board, scamen will rush upon 
them With avidity, while, as wo ° 
havo recently shown in the 
case of Captain Fishbourne’s 
crew, the evil Js little felt when 
frequent Jeave and judicious 
treatment are adopted. ‘That 
samshoo and the other deleteri- 
ous Ilquors ore obtainable on 
shore js also certain; but had 
the Admiral taken advantage of 
his residence with the Governor 
to suggest means for the abate- 
ment, if not suppression, of the 
evil, {tt would have been more 
to the purpose than for his 
brother, a country clergyman in 
England, to ‘call public atten- 
tion to the revolting facts’ re- 
sulting from drinking “Sam- 
skec,”” 


EXAGGERATIONS 


This tco would: have better 
tested the Admiral’s regard for 
the welfare of his men an 
exaggerations about their being 
brought off tothe ship “by 
Chinese police, and lying in the 
streets in the sun burning ke a 
furncee ot 90 or 95 deg.” 
During ono residenco of ten 
years in Hongkong, we have
